*In  Israel's  defense,  America  quickly 
sends  Patriot  missiles  to  knock  out  the 
incoming  Iraqi  scuds. 
*Two  weeks  into  the  war,  Saddam 
violates  THE  THIRD  GENEVA  CON- 
VENTION by  parading  allied  prison- 
ers of  war  on  television.  The  battered 
men  make  statements  condemning 
Allied  attacks  on  "peaceful  Iraq." 
Feb.  2, 1991:  Saddam  torches  oil  fields 
and  releases  more  than  6  million 
barrels  of  crude  from  Kuwaiti  tankers 
and  offshore  terminals. 
Feb.  21, 1991:  Soviet  diplomats  meet 
with  Iraq's  foreign  minister  Tariq 
Aziz,  in  an  effort  to  draw  up  a  cease- 
fire proposal  that  meets  the  conditions 
of  the  UN  Security  Council. 
Feb.  22,  1991:  President  George  Bush 
gives  Saddam  less  than  24  hours  to 
get  out  of  Kuwait  or  risk  ground  war. 
Feb.  23,  1991:  The  ground  war  is 
launched.  Over  20,000  Iraqis  surren- 
der in  the  first  36  hours  of  the  confron- 
tation. 

Feb.  26, 1991:  Kuwaiti  Government 
officials  declare  Kuwait  liberated. 
Feb.  27,  1991:  President  Bush  orders 
a  cease-fire  exactly  100  hours  after  the 
beginning  of  the  ground  war  assault. 
America  suffers  292  casualties,  9 
Americans  become  POW's,  and  27 
planes  are  lost. 


The  impact  of  Desert  Storm  will 
be  with  us  for  many  years  to 
com.e.   We  will  remember  the 
waiting,  the  fear,  the  sorrow, 
the  prayers,  and  the  patriotism. 
We  will  remember  the  men  and 
women  who  served  and  fought 
for  freedom.  God  Bless  the  USA!

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In  their  first  season  with- 
out the  lilies  of  ex-Trojan 
greats  Martin  Bellamy  and 
Norman  Kersevar.  this 
young  talented  bunch  had 
to  fight  the  critics  as  well  as 
their  opponents.  With  the 
Trojans  coming  off  an  im- 
pressive 89-90  season,  new 
head  coach  Bill  Clingan  in- 
herited a  team  that  could 
easily  finish  in  the  confer- 
ence top  three. 

This  explosive  group 
bolted  out  of  the  gates  early 
and  steamrolled  opposing 
teams  as  if  they  were  on  a 
mission.  Ten  of  the  first 
twelve  teams  fell  to  the 
Trojan  sword  by  an  average 
of  86  to  80.  During  this  run 
of  excellence,  the  Trojans 
also  captured  the  25th  an- 
nual Pickle  Classic  with 
wins  over  Virginia  Inter- 
mont  and  Barber-Scotia. 
However,  as  the  season 
wore  on,  the  loss  of  key 


benchman  Randy  Chil- 
dress, the  referees  whistle, 
and  a  tough  conference 
dimmed  the  Trojans  hopes 
of  taking  the  title.  Of  the  ten 
season  ending  players,  five 
were  freshmen  and  two 
were  sophomores.  Never- 
theless, MOC  defeated  five 
of  seven  nationally  ranked 
teams.  According  to  Coach 
Clingan,  "By  losing  seven 
Seniors  and  one  Junior,  we 
did  not  expect  a  1 5  win  sea- 
son  and  I  am  really 
pleased."  Clearly,  the  89-88 
win  over  final  four  partici- 
pant Pfeiffer  College,  was 
the  highlight  of  the  season. 
So  how  do  the  boys  look 
next  season?  Could  the  Tro- 
jans have  too  much  talent?

Stephens  was  named  the 
District  26  and  the  Caroli- 
nas  Conference  Freshman 
of  the  year  but  was  snubbed 
from  first  team  honors.  It's 
up  to  rising  juniors  Eric 
Bellamy(8..^ppg)  and  Dex- 
ter Morrisey(  12.6ppg)  to 
decide  the  other  backcourt 
slot.  Jumping  off  the  bench 
will  be  sophomores  3' 10" 
Lenny  Beck  and  6' I"  Ron 


Keller. 

Concluding  on  this  sea- 
son, the  1 5- 1 3  record  does 
not  show  the  real  Mount 
Olive  basketball  team,  but 
rather  a  volcano  ready  to 
erupt.  The  fine,  smart  play 
of  outgoing  Seniors  Erik 
Barksdale(  U  .2ppg,4.9reb) 
and  Marcelle  Williams  will 
be  missed.  Erik  and  Mar- 
celle were  the  two  remain- 
ing players  from  Mount 
Olive's  first  NAIA  team. 
These  two  players,  as  have 
the  ones  in  the  past,  pass  on 
the  baton  to  a  new  genera- 
tion to  help  carry  on  the 
Trojan  tradition,  which  is 
just  now  forming  as  the 
seasons  come  and  go.
